Thetenders submitted for the Hongkong 
‘Opium Farm, though not approximating 
so closely the - preset contract. price 
ag we were unfortunately misled into stating 
yesterday, are still sufficiently high to be 
regarded as an agreeable surprise to the 
Government. and the: taxpayers generally. 
‘When addressing the Legislative Council last 
March on the order received from the 
Secretary or Starve for the closing of the 
divans, H.E. the Governor said he had de- 
scribed in a despatch the negotiations under- 
taken with the Farmer, and he estimated 
that the total abolition of the opium divans 
would cost thé Colony upwards of five lakhs. 
That estimate was subsequently enlarged to 
_ . six, and it would be interesting to learn the 
causes which have led the Farmer to so 
‘substantially reduce that estimate. _The 
contract is to-be for three years, and each 
ear there is a reduction of one tenth in the.

‘would be able to| trace out its general 
characteristics, and |place it in its natural 
‘kingdom and order had ‘been kngwn 
for fully a century, jand it does not seem 
that Cuvier ever claimed more. CuviEr’s 
researches into the fossil mammalia and 
reptiles, comparatively few up to |his 
time having been discovered—had had |the 
effect of showing how intimately acne 
was the life of long past geological time 
with that-of the present ; and so‘ confirmed 
the slow-growing conviction amongst men 
of science that creation was not a sudden 
leap, but proceeded by slow and definite 
increments. -During his lifetime he it be 


said'to have established on firm foundations 
the science of Comparative Anatomy, which 
was @ necessary prelude to Darwin's great 
generalisation of t

Some interesting comments on the opium 
question as it affects the Straits Settlements 
were made by H. E. Sir Jonn ANDERSON, .. 
the Governor, in the course of his statement . 
on the |Budget, which was introduced at 
last _week’s meeting of.the Legislative 
‘Council of the Colony, snd in view of the 
fact that public interest. in Hongkong is 
just now stimulated in this question by the © 
Government’s acceptance of a tender for 
carrying on the Farm in this Colony for the 
next three years, a reference to certain 
aspects of the question in the Straits 
Settlements will not be without interest here. 
When commenting a few days ago on the 
unexpectedly: high tenders received for the 
Farm, having regard to the fact that the. 
whole of the opium-smoking divans in the 
Colony ‘are to be closed next March, we 
presented the view, which many people _ 
had held, that the steadily jincreas-. . 
ing price of opium combined with the 
progress of the total abstinence movement, 
might in themselves have been regarded as 
factors calculated.to reduce the business to 
the extent indicated by the tenders. Instead © 
of the closing of the opium divans.resulting 
in a loss of six lakhs per annum, as the 
Government had all along been led to expect, 
the new contract which has heen madeensures 
for the next three years ‘a rental represent- 
ing a loss on the present revenue of less 
than 23 lakhs per annum.. In the Straits 
Settlements, on the recommendation of the 
Straits Opium Commission, the Government 
has decided to take into its own hands the . 
preparation and sale of opium, with the idea 
that it will “place the Government in a 
stronger position to bring about such a 
gradual reduction of the smoking of opium — 
as is demanded by public opinion.” The 
action taken by the Hongkong Government - 
will be equally as effective in that

Uno, the 
accused stated that, while serving as} a polijce 
officer in the Choshusho branch of | the Ako 
District Office, he arrested !Chin Fuk-an and 
seven other Formosans on a charge of gambling 
and subjected them to flogging, the -punish- 
ment being continued for four days. About 3 
p.m. on May 17th last, after the sentence jof 
flogging had been: carried out, Chin Fuk-an 


the following day, and still another about 5 a.m. 
on May 23rd. In his interpretation of the Ho-. 
gulation relating to flogging, the accused under- 
stood that it was not necessary to have) criminals 
examined by a doctor to ascertain their physical 
condition when fogging was imposed.

Messrs, Notl, Murray & Co. in their Piece Goods 
Report, dated Shanghai, Ist Oct., 1909, state:— 
The market has naturally. been'a very quiet one
